ECENT scientific Investigation 
• Indicates that by far the 


greatest single factor la the 


spread ot <Haease IB what ban been 
hitherto regarded aa the harmless 
act e! sneezing. 


The list of dea41y ailments thus 


communicated 'IticVadeB intwntlle pa- 
ralysis, cerebricspinal meningitis, 
dlptherta, scarlet tover, measles, 
•wbooplng cough, mumps and last, 
but by nb means least, the common 
cold, whose harmful effects are 
greatly underestimated fry the av- 
erage layman. 
This Is truly a formidable list, and 
r«t it does not take In. • considera- 
tion various other germ diseases 
which, less alractly perhaps, may be 
transmitted In the same manner. 
Thus It would hardly bo accurate 
to say tit'- tuberculosis as a general 
thing Is spread by sneezing, because 
the Beat.ot infection of tills disease 
IB not the air passages of too nose 
and throat, but the lungs, from 
which the germs are not ordinarily 
ejected by the act of sneezing. 
But. on the other hand, the germa 


of this disease, like many others, 
freely circulating In the air and dust. 
reTdiiy fliid entqttfe Into the noses 
and throws of norrtal W*°™^.; 
by sneezing, may easily tra^ni'1 
-.hem to those susceptible to the dls- 


indeed, the most alarming phase 
-j »M« latBSt medical discovery "«» 
in tii7- fact that most oi ths '.»£*> 
lions diseases mentioned arei auoh 
ou may be communicated by perfect- 
?y healthy persons who. neverthe- 
less carry the germs. 
Thus Dr. Charles F. Bolduan, one 


of the bacteriological experts of the 
New York Health Department, has 
declared that one out of every hun- 
dred Individuals carries the germs 
of diptherla constantly In his throat 
although be may new hnve «uf- 
lered from the disease himself. This 
Is iinewise true of various otber 
ecu^ily dangerous ailments. As no 
particular effort Is ordinarily made 
to repress sneering, because it has 
hitherto been considered harmless, 
the spread ct disease In thlt manner 
has obviously been much greater 
than It might otherwise have been. 


The Importance of the discovery. 


Iherffore. lies in the fact that It will 
BOW bo Dosilbl* to aro|d 


which have hitherto not been sus- 
pected.

skin, as used to be imagined, has 
only very recently been learned. OOB 
ot the most conspicuous symptoms 
of measles la a "cold," which causes 
much sneezing and coughing. Sy 
this meana the germs of the disease 
arc scattered about and other people 
teko tbem !o with the air they 
breathe. No wonder that the malady 
la BO remarkably contagious. 


The discovery that measles Is 


spread by sneezing was made very 
recently by Dr. John F. Anderson, 
the eminent surgeon In charge of 
the Government Hygienic Labora- 
tory at Washington. Its importance 
can hardly be exaggerated, for It 
sho'-.-B exactly how the spread of 
(his highJy-contaglous malady can b» 
prevented. One ivcrd expresses the 
•whole idea—Isolation. 
A sufferer 


from the disease (which Is much 
more frequently fatal than Is com- 
monly supposed) must be quaran- 
tined as rigidly as If for smallpox. 


The germ of measles, like those of 


yellow fever and scarlet fever. Is 
probably too minute to bo seen, even 
with the aid of a microscope. At alt 
events, it has never boon Identified, 
though Dr. Anderson lias found that 
monHeys uro subject to tiin Olsonae, 
and there is hope that n eorum may* 
be «bte*sei! for its cure or proven- 
tloa. 


Common colds sre distributed In 


the same tray. One person In a fam- 
ily who happens to be Ihun afflicted 
Is llkftly, by snoezlng, to fill the 
wholo house with germs. They float 
about in. the air, and it Is more 
chance if every member of tha 
household does not catch the com- 
plaJUat 
Ono of ten notices how a cold 
"runs through1' a family; now we 
know tlio reason why. 


It haa been proved by experiment 


that a person suffering from a cold 
will discharge the germs to a dis- 
tance ot five foot by the mere act of 
talking In a loud voice. This was 
ascertained 
by 
holding gelatino 


plates In trout of the talker, tho 
germe received upon them being at-, 
terward developed Into "culturna.1 
Judg«, then, of wh:>.t aiudt happen 
when the kind of uxplosloi; which 
we call n sneeze > • ^urs.

Epidemics of bad colds often 


spread -through entire communities; 
the street cars help a lot. It Is the 
same way with grippe. Tho latter, 
ot course, is a dangerous disease, 
but colds also are dangerous—much 
more BO than most people Imagine. 
They are the starters of many a seri- 
ous, and even tatal, malady. 


Do you know wliat makes so many 


people (tea?? 
In nearly all cases 


that lamentable affliction is duo to 
common colds and nothing else. 
Prom the nasal passages, on each 
side thereof, a tube leads directly to 
the Inner ear. These are the so- 
balled Eustachlan tubes, and their 
business Is to supply nlr to the 
space behind the ear drum, in order 
that the latter may vibrate freely in 
response to sound wavos. But If the 
tubes be obstructed, there Is Inter- 
ference with this function, and deaf- 
nesp, ensues. 


The germs of colds are liable to 


tnahe their way from the nasnl pas- 
sages along nnd through thn tubes. 
causing a congestion of their lin- 
ings. 
If. as often happens, such 
congestion becomes chronic, more 
nr Inns deafness inevitably results. 
Furthermore, the deafness Is pro- 
gressive; it becomes steadily though 
slowly v.-orse as time goes on. 


Deafness is usually regarded as an 


affliction of age especially. But It is 
not sujh In reality. Like bnhinRBS. 
It Is an affliction of youth. If a man 
Is going to become bald, he begins 
to lose his hair whlln yet In his 
twenties. It Is the same way wtttt 
deatnegd. The trouble may not be 
noticed for many years, but It starts 
early In life, as a rule. The famous 
Dr. Woods Hutchlnaon says that o'.il 
folks are more liable" than young 
people to be very hard of hearing, 
because, having lived longer, they 
"have had more time In which to 
catch colds."

duced to sneeze. A chemical stain 
tvas then applied to the glass, which 
colorod only the diphtheria germs, 
and the ir.'.'.er were seen to be scat- 
tered profusely over the surface.

persons suffering from that disease,

They go about sneezing 
hero and there, and people pick up 
the complaint.
